protection ag ain st over­ 
flows. A fine broad street around the city 
serves for religious processions and peni­ 
ten tial exercises. 
P enitents go the length 
of this street, falling to the ground every 
five or six feet, so th a t in a day they 
p ro strate them selves about 3,000 tim es. 
The city is sm all, having a t m ost only 
10,000 reg u lar Inhabitants. 
It is. however, 
an Im portant trad e center. 
T he native 
trad ers are all women. 


The tem ple of B uddha In th e center of 
the city Is about 140 feet square. 
It Is 
th r^e stories high and h as th ree glided 
Chinese roofs. 
It shelters th e gigantic 
bronze sta tu e of Buddha, which h as a 
ham m ered gold jew elled headdress.

T he residence o f th e D alai lam a Is about 
a m ile aw ay from L hassa, on M ount BO' 
d ala'tB u d d h a L a). I t w as built in th e sev­ 
enth century.

H odson-B odala, w hich is 1,400 feet King 
and nine stories high. 
H ere are located 
thè' treasu ry , the m int, th e schools of the^. 
ology and m edicine, q u arters for 1,200 of­ 
ficials and 600 m onks and a prison. 
As 
m any as 1,000 priests particip ate in re­ 
ligious processions tor th isjp o u n tain . 


M. Zoubikov also m inutely descrlljed 
various m onasteries and tem ples, includ­ 
ing three near L hassa, w here 15,000 m onks 
a re m ainly engaged in learned pursuits. 
A t one of these, B rabun, nearly 6,000 boys, 
j’oung m en and even graybeared p a tri­ 
archs are studying theology, - the total 
num ber of resident m onks being 8,000. 


T hibetan B uddhism , brought from India 
in the seventh century, struggled ag ain st 
the native Sham anism until th e 'n in th cen­ 
tury, when 
a 
com prom ise w as agreed 
upon. 
A ccording to the cu rren t teaching 
th ere are m any spirits w hich are con­ 
tinually reincarnated In m en. 
The D alai 
lam a is the living B uddha. 
A nother de­ 
fender of th e faith is the sp irit Choidshen, 
w hose pow er Is m anifested through pious 
ascetics th a t spend th eir lives in con­ 
tem plation. 


Since the fifteenth century all power, 
civil and spiritual, has been nom inally in 
the hands of the D alai lam a, but C hina 
m aintains 
a 
M anchu resident and an 
arm y. In order to avoid strife in selecting 
a D aiia lam a the electoral council places 
three strip s of paper w ith the nam es of 
three boys In an urn and the M anchu resi­ 
dent rem oves one w ith a sm all staff. The 
new D alai lam a’s education is intrusted to 
college of 
learned 
men. 
U ntil his 
tw enty-second year the governm ent is In 
the hands of a regent appointed by" the 
em peror of China. 
The present Dalai 
lam a is 27 years old. H e is th e fifth since 
1806, one of the regents having continued 
in au th o rity for an unusually long tim e 
owing to three children selected to be 
lam as having died before attain in g m a­ 
tu rity . 


The 
D alai 
lam a’s council, in w hose 
hands the actu al pow er m ainly resides, 
em braces four so-called “galons,” appoint­ 
ed by the em peror of China. T he adm in­ 
istratio n Is in the hands of a closed aris­ 
tocracy and bribery and corruption are 
nearly universal. 
Am ong the comm on 
penalties are drow ning, torture, flogging, 
bani.«hment and fines. The T hibetan arm y 
of 4,000 men Is poorly disciplined and is 
arm ed w ith bows and old-fashioned guns. 
Robbery flourishes.

, “Abraham stands before us to day 
as the superb typo of the 20th cen­ 
tury Puritan. The practical mystic— 
with head in the clouds anti feet 
firndy planted on solid ground. The 
first in that procession of tall men 
who abidingly rule the earth. Ideal­ 
ists in thought and inspiration, real­ 
ists in act and life. Mon who find 
their model on the mount and not in 
the shadows of the valley. Men whose 
brains are charged with the eternal 
current of the upper ether, and are 
not deflected by the capricious winds 
blowing wherQ they list on the lower 
plane. Men joined to the eternities, 
and so constructing those forms, gov­ 
erning human life which remain. 
They are not reformers, they, are 
formers, and reformation if at all is 
only incidental to the evolution of 
their purposes 
“Of these, Abraham is 
a world 
type, prophet of Jehovah—a seer, 
sheik of the desert—a 3oer, 
On a 
day of destiny, rising above the jnul- 
titudinous voice of polytheistic Chal­ 
dea, he hears Jehovah saying, ‘Get 
thee out,’ and he goes to found a na­ 
tion whicli was to make all other na­ 
tions of the earth eternally 
their 
debtors, Egypt gave the world let­ 
ters, Greece art, Rome law, while the 
little Hebrew people gave the world 
God—the supremest contribution of 
all epochs to the human race. 


“John Morley—with a genius stroke 
of the pen—characterized Cromwell 
as a ‘practical mystic.’ This felicitous 
phra.se T accept as the full apprecia­ 
tion and complete delineation of that 
Puritan character \vhich I desire to 
present as the 20th century ideal. A 
mysti.Q—who feels a power not him­ 
self which makes for righteousness. 
A practical mystic—who ai^plies that 
power to all the utilities of life. In 
this union we find the highest ideal 
of the ages—Paul and Plato, Dante, 
Milton and Aeschylas and Jonathan 
Edwards. 
The master powers, the 
thought formers, all have perpetuity 
of fame as they conform 
to 
this 
tyi)e. 


“\^’’e are wont to think of the Puri­ 
tan as born in the 17th century, de- 
velopeil in plentitude in the ISth, 
and refined and softened in the 19th. 
Whereas the type is eternal, uncon­ 
ditioned upon time, race or belief. 
Wheresoever there was a man, con­ 
scious of a personal pow’cr ruling 
in 
righteousness 
toward ultimate 
triumph, whose invisible law that 
man consciously obt\ved regardless of 
j^rsonal cost, there stood forth on 
time’s canvas the portrait of one 
bearing the unmistakable lineaments 
of the Puritan, whether a dweller in 
heatliendom or Christendom, in ages 
remote or present. Moses and Aris- 
trdes. Jeremiah and Zeno, Jolin and 
Sencea, Savonarola and Bernard, 
Calvin and Emerson, ,Tohn Fiske and 
Roosevelt, alike in picture or life, 
reveal souls in mystic communion 
with th^ omnipotences, carrying out 
the eternal desires in their destinies, 
and looking for the ultimate reign of 
absolute righteousness swaying the 
whole earth. 


“Often imleed the men of this 
name^have been absurdly mistaken in 
applying the inflexible law of right­ 
eousness, more often have we ab­ 
surdly mistaken the caricature of 
these men for the real article.

The 18th century, 
in its life, presented Abraham, the 
mystic, who at the door of his tent 
entertain angels,^ and listened to the 
swift coming down of pleasure loving 
Sodom, or, who under the spell of the 
all-comi>elling voice would, unques- 
tioningly, sacrifice his only son Isaac. 
The 10th century portrayed Abraham, 
the practical, who dug wells, tilled;^ 
the .soil, trained his servants, loved 
a beautiful wife, and enjoyed life on ¡ 
the fat~of the landl Each were half 
true to the type, but separate false to 
the whole.

/ Promptly at the hour named the 
procession, which formed at the Modi 
ern Woodmen hall on the south p£ 
the. sqiiare, moved toward/Jackson­ 
ville cemetery. Four members of the 
order carrying a beautiful dccornted 
arch, of evergreen, smilax, roses, car­ 
nations and sweet °peas, led the way 
and were followed by Jeffries* Con­ 
cert band. .Jîext came the committee 
and speakers, Judge Oi Pi Thompson, 
Mayor John R. Davis, Rev. C. M, 
Brown and John J. Reeve, in cair- 
riagesr Col. 
John R. Robertson, 
marshal of the day, followed and be­ 
hind him came the unusually largè 
number of qjembers of the order, 
who by tlieir presenoe paid a loving 
tribute to the memory of their de­ 
parted neighbors. 


A platform tastefully decorated 
with the American colors had been 
erected at the cemetery a short dis 
tance from the entrance' and here a 
large crowd had gathered when tho 
procession arrived. Venerable coun- 
sul, John N. Joaquin, intro<lueed 
Mayor John R. Davis, as chairman of 
the exercises of the afternoon. In 
words of brief introduction Mayor 
Davis said : “We have gathered here 
tlis afternoon in obedience to a 
proclamation issued by our head 
counsul to assemble irT appropriate 
places for the purpose of observing 
this Woodmen Memorial 
day 
and 
witiiout taking more of your time 
I will ask Dr. C. M. Brown to invoke 
the divine blessing.” 


A second selection by the band 
was beautifiJHy rendered and Mayor 
Davis then introduced Judge Owen 
P. Thompson, who said in part : 


“We are here without any com­ 
pulsion, but this day is set apart as 
a day when the Woodmen shall as­ 
semble to pay tribute to the noble 
dead, who have passed on through the 
struggles of life and have now gone 
to their reward. There is a law of 
the commonwealth that sets aside a 
day for paying of respect to the hon- 
ore<l soldier dead, and while I would 
not for a moment detract in the 
least from the honor that is thus paid 
to them and their glorious deeds of 
sacrifice and privation; yet there are 
in the ranks of private life those who 
also go through struggles and who 
have fought battles that are as brave 
as those of any that ever faced the 
cannon’s mouth ; and it is for them 
that this memorial day is set aside. 


Life is a continuous battle and 
every man who lives 
right 
goes 
through a conflict and in proportion 
as he demeans himself in this great 
battle of every day existence so is his 
character written before the world. 
The man who takes care of his home, 
that great institution of our com­ 
monwealth, is engaged in a great bat­ 
tle, because it means much to Ixi at 
the head of a home. It means the 
caring for of dependent ones and 
bringing up little ones in such a man­ 
ner that they may be well equipped 
for life’s duties and respon-sibilities. 


“This order has for its particular 
object the amelioration of tho.se who 
by misfortune or death are cut off at 
a\iime when dear ones are left alone, 
unprotected and unprepared to take 
up the new work that has fallen to 
their hands. To help these along life’s 
pathway, to aid them and see that 
they do not suffer want, is one of 
the aims by which we hope to com­ 
mend our order to the respect and 
admiration of our fellow men. 


“Our order stands for unselfishness. 
What we need as a people to day is 
to more and more and continually to 
divest ourselves of selfishness. WTiat 
the world needs is a higher tone of 
morals, not in words, but in deeds 
and acts, which stamp the man and 
the people as being in sympathy with 
those things that are high and noble. 
We need more plain, true and honest 
men.' Life is not a matter ,of means 
aiid wealth. It is a matter of living 
not only for time, but for eternity. 
This is an age that might be called 
the grab age. 
It is a material ago 
and everybody seems to be supremely 
happy if they can grab a little more 
than they are entitled to. Wliat the 
cause is I do not propose to say. Thf 
condition, however, is sad and we 
cannot fail to recognize it. 


“Scandals in our public life are upon 
us and these things will continue, 
no matter what party is in power im- 
til the public becomes sensible to 
the fact that the old fashioned hon­ 
esty is the only kind ' of 
honesty 
worth having. Public servants must 
believe in the same truth that they 
learned around the fireside in their 
early years. 
Life is that at best 
and the race is soon run, and it be­ 
hooves us to so run that we may ob­ 
tain the prize. 


“The farmer who works early and 
late uncomplainingly and the man of 
the shop and factory who takes his 
dinner bucket and goes forth to each 
day’s duty, are all engaged in life’s 
warfare and as they drop from the 
ranks one by ono, their requiem, un­ 
sung they know if they are members 
of an order of this character that 
their loved ones will be cared for.
